Philadelphia, Nov, 30. — At 10 o'olock 
Holmes, accompanied by his counsel, came 
Into court. The prisoner Boomod to have 
lost that oonfidonco which clung to him 
throughout tho trial. 

Judgo Arnold thon proceeded to read tho 
oourb's answer to Holmes' counsol's roaBODS 
for a now trial. Ho took up tho fifteen ex- 
ooptions to tho vordiot ono at a time, and 
dwelt at length on each, Ho oloBed by say- 
ing the court approved tho verdiot and ro- 
fused a now trial. 

Dietriob Attorney Graham thon asked that 
sontonco bo pronounced. holmes was 
ordered to stand up and Judgo Arnold 
aaked : " Have you anything to say ?" 
Holmes replied in a barely audible voice, 
"Ihavo nothing to say" Judgo Arnold 
then pronounoed tho doath sentence in the 
usual form, aftor which Holmes was takon 
to prison. Govornor Hastings will fix the 
day of Holmes' execution. An appoal to the 
supremo court will ho taken at once.

speculative point of view. If this bo 
truo, Abdul Hamid must have made hugo 
profita within tho paat two weeks merely on 
the movements of funds whioh abtondod tho 
various phases of the extra guardBhips 
question, which has boon tho great 
attraction in politics throughout tho week. 
Tho Constantinople correspondent deolaros 
that ho has ample evidence that tho 3ultan 
is personally roaponaiblo for the wholo series 
of maaaaores. Ho explains that tho lite out- 
rages cummonoed as soon aB the Sultan 
aaooptod tho reforms applying to six vlla- 
yota, giving Christiana rights that depended 
on thoir numbora. The maBBaores have 
been ohlefly confined to these vilayets, the 
objeet being to reduce the number of Chris- 
tians as to give them no claim to any Influ- 
ence. Tho work of extermination prooeeds 
aa systematically as ib Is possible for the 
Turkish authorities to carry it on. Both 
the Kurds and the troopa aro aoting 
under the orders of the authorities 
In the work of pillage and murder. 
Tho correspondent intimates that 10,000 
persons were massacred between November 
18 and 25 while the Sultan was posing be- 
fore Europe as being desirous of effecting 
reforms and as being benevolently inclined 
towards the Armenians. 

Commenting upon tho matter furnished 
by its correspondent, the Speaker Bays that 
among the brutal murderera who aro en- 
gaged In wiping out the Armenians there is 
not one so brutal and criminal aa tho wretoh 
Abdul Hamid, whoso very existence is a 
reproooh to humanity. In the civilized 
world the papers look on with no stronger 
fooling than tepid disapproval, while tho 
monBter who owes his power to the pro- 
tection of Groat Britain, consummates a 
orimo that is almoBb without paralel. 

Sofia, Nov. 30 — A letter which has been 
received here from Melnik, Macedonia, 
describes an attack whioh a mob of riotous 
Turks recently made upon tho Christian in- -' 
habitants of tho village of Kat.unitz* upon 
the oacasion of the feast day of Sb. Potka. 
The Christians were beaten and plundered 
and one of them was killed. The population 
of that distrlot iB said to be in a state of 
terror. 

Paris, Nov. 30 —A report ia current that 
a British warship has passed through the 
Dardanelles, and that while making the in- 
ward passage aho wns fired upon by the big 
Turkiah forts. The rumor cannot be con- 
firmed,

Tho Turkish gov- 
ernment cabled that If tho paper uer.b a ro- 
ptosontative it could not guarantee hia pro- 
tection. In view of this statement Dr Tal- 
mago doclinod to go, and Mr. William Ward 
Howard w»b uout instead. 

Mr. Howurd'a safety waa for aome timo In 
doubt, and it was feared that ho hid bocome 
a vlotlm to Moalom fanaticlem. The follow- 
ing moaaago from him, howovor, romovea all 
doubts as to hia personal safety : 

" Djoulfa, Persia, Nov. 29 — Twice 
driven back from Turkey ; Kurda devastat- 
ing tho country. Impossible to obtain 
guardB at any prion, Havo offorod $500 for 
a safe nBoorb bo Van. Hamadich oavalry, 
aBslatod by bho regular Turklah troope, dip- 
guiBod as Kurds, have deabroyod forty-Bix 
Armenian villagoa botweon tho Persian bor- 
der and Van. Many peraona have boon 
masBttcred and women Ill-treated. It is Im- 
possible to eatimato the number of killed at 
present. Tho entiro villago of Lartanon, 
with a population of two hundred, haa boon 
doB troy otl. Tho Armenian imugeoa aro il Go- 
ing in all directions. Trees in tho atrooto of 
Van aro bolng felled to givo the cannon freo 
play. A cannon la trained on tho Armenian 
quartora and a massaoro is oxpootod momen- 
tarily. RofugooB in varioua dlatriota report 
that tho ontlro provinoo of Van ia bolng de- 
vastated by the Hamadich."

HYAMS BROTHERS. 

The Prisoners Declared to Be Not Guilty of 
tho Murder of Willie Wells. 

Toronto, Nov. ,'!0 —(Special) —Those who 
listenod to B. E. Oaler, the crown counsel, 
sum up the evidence In tho Hyama trial to- 
day wero of opinion that the jury would re- 
quire considerable time to arrive at a vor- 
diot. His words were effective and it was 
generally oonoedod that thoy oarried more 
woighb with the jury than tho evidence 
which was advanced in Bupport of hiB 
theory. Tho orowda that thronged tho 
aourt room and aorridors exceeded any pre- 
vious attendance ab the assize oourb. Men 
and women cruahed and orowded ono 
anobhor in a vain attempt to enter tho doora 
of the courb room ; bub owing to the prea- 
ence of an extra forco of aonatablea, 
fairly good order was maintained. 
Tho judge's charge waB throughout straight 
in favor of tho prisoners In no inabanoo 
did ho give prominence to any crown evi- 
dence and dwelt atrongly on the theory of ac- 
oident as ndvanood by the defence. He told 
tho jury to give dua weight to tho faos that 
tho aoaidontal death of Willie Wella might 
have auggeatcd to Harry Hyama thn finan- 
cial advantage to be gained by marrying 
Martha Wells and thus coming In for tho 
inauranoe on Wolla's life. On tho wholo tho 
judge's charge waa to the effcot that tho 
crown had nob advanced evidence Buffioionb 
to oonviot either of the prisonora, and in 
consequence their verdiob ehould bo for ac- 
quittal. The jury woro oub only 35 minutea 
when they roturnod with a vordiob of "not 
guilty." 

Thero waB some attempt at applause in 
tho court ; bub ib was promptly repressed. 
Tho faooa of tho prisoners instantly under- 
went an entiro trunaformation. Before the 
words " Nob guilty " oinio from tile jury, 
both prisonora olutohed norvously at the 
railing of the bar, and their wholo demean- 
our waa one of intonae norvoua tension. 
Tho instant tho foreman of the jury an- 
nocnoed the verdict bho prisoners smiled 
faintly, and it was obvious that thero woro 
at bho time tho happieab men in Toronto. 
They were warmly congratulated by bhelr 
counsel, Messrs. Johnaon and Home. After 
the vordiat Mr. Osier applied' for a reserved 
case and made over a dozen statements ro 
lativo to the judge's ruling in aupporb of hia 
requeat. When Judgo Forguaon told the 
prlBonera they wero froo they started to 
loave tho oourb room, but »t bho door wore 
re arreabod by Dabectlvo Cuddy, on the 
chargo of conspiracy to defraud the insur- 
ance compony in the caae of Martha VVolln. 
The prisonora will therefore remain 
in j.il. The jury wero unanlmouB in favor 
of acquittal on tho firat ballob. 



SEATTLE'S CITY DEBT. 

The Council ReftiHPs to Increase It to Im 
prove tho Waterworks System. 

Seattle, Nov. 30. — By a voto of 52 to 8 
tho chamber of commerce laat ovening ex 
pressed Ita disapproval of the ordinanco pro 
vidi'ng for tho increase of tho olby debb bo 
oonabruob a graviby system of water from 
Cedar river. The debits was listened to by 
ono of the biggest crowdB evor gatherod in 
tho rooma. The advocates of the gravity 
system made a vigorous light, bub wero so 
few in number as bo be ubterly lost when tho 
voto waa taken. Tho presenb aBBOBBod valua 
tion of bhe city of Seabble la $30,907,838, and 
ita aggregated bonded debt of $3,5-10,000 
exceeds the limitation of 10 per cent, im 
posed by the sixth section of tho eighth arti- 
cle ot tho constitution of tho state of Wash- 
ington. In addition to this public indobted 
noaa the city is carrying a heavy burden of 
intoreeb bearing private debt, which would 
be rondored cvon more onerous aDd hard to 
maintain and refund in the ovent of any in 
crease of taxeB.

Special Devotional Exercises to Be 
Held To- Day— The Diocesau 
Mission Fund. 



Recital at St. John's This Evenin(r- 
Snbjects of Discourse in 
City Pulpits. 

To-day, being Advent Sunday, Iho collec- 
tions at all the Episcopalian churobes In tlio 
Dlooeso will be for the Diocesan mission 
fund — for supplying stipends for olorgy who 
are working in the country distriota.

A SEW CONSTITUTION. 

The citizens of Winnipeg havo evidently 
become wearied of finding fault with their 
City Council. They, or a good many of 
thorn, seem to have como to the conolusion 
that it is folly to expeob their civio affairs to 
be efficiently managed by the City Counoil 
as it ia at present conatitutod. Repairing 
and reconstructing can do it no good. The 
olfcy government, liko the Indian's gun, re- 
quires a new look, Btook and barrol 
before if oan bo made to do 
good work. They oinsequontly formed 
a oivic reform oommitteo whoso duty it w»s 
to devise a now scheme of government for 
their city. The radical defoot of tho pre 
aent Corporation is tho inoffeotlvonesa of its 
executive element. The object of the Civic 
Roform Committee haa ovldontly been to 
nuro thla defect. Government by debating 
oIoUi having f ailed egregioualy, the Com- 
mittees appear determined to try how gov- 
ernment by on autoorat will work. From 
one extreme they appear to havo at a Bingle 
bound jumped to tho other. However, 
as the subject ia one in which our oity road- 
era are deeply interested we will submit tho 
Winnipeg Civio Reform Committee's plan 
of civio reform for their consideration. Here 
it ia : 

I, The committee recommends the ap 
pointmonti of ono ohief officer to bo appoint 
ed by resolution of the oounoli, who will 
havo charge or supervision of the general 
managemont of oivio affairs under suoh di- 
rection of the council as may horeafter he 
defined, and who shall be called the gen 
eral superintendent. 

2 Trie mayor and the chairman of the 
finance and works committee shall bo an ex- 
ecutive of tho counoil. 

2i. It shall be the duty of the exeoutive 
to meot at intervals with the general super- 
intendent, whose recommendations and re- 
ports shall bo submitted to them for their 
consideration, aoiion or report. 

3 The superintendent shall have the right 
to sit at all meetings of tho council and com- 
mittees, with the right of disjussion, but no 
vote. Notwithstanding anything heretofore 
recommended tho executive may meeb any 
time without the presence of the super- 
intendent. 

A The superintendent shall be responsible 
for tho proper oxecutlon of ail by-lawB within 
tho jurisdiction of tho council. 

i\. Tho head of any department shall 
upon the request of tho superintendent or 
oxooutivo furnish to him or them forthwith 
any information desired in relation to its 
affaira. 

5. Ho shall loport promptly on all peti- 
tions, claims and othor matters of impor- 
tance, but shall deal with all minor details 
us ho doemB boBt, reporting his action to the 
oxooutlve. 

6. All boad3 of departments shall bo ap 
pointod by counoil, on tho rocommondation 
of tho superintendent, except the comp- 
troller, who shall bo appointed direot by 
counoil. The superintendent Bhall appoint 
ull othor employes. 

7. Ho shall Invo power to discharge any 
official or employe, except tho compcrollor, 
for aauso, but the discharged may appeal to 
tho executive, and if sustained by that body 
tho question shall bo referrod to tho oounoil 
whore a two-thirds vote will bo nooessary to 
sustain the appoal, Should tho dooision of 
tho exeautlvo bo advorBo to tho oppollant, ho 
may appeal to tho counoil whero a two 
thirds vote shall bB necosBary to sustain 
him. 

8. The dismissal of tho superintendent 
shall require a majority vote of the wholo 
council. 

9. The auporlntondent shall pass in ro 
vlow and certify to tho correctness of all 
conbraots. He Bhall also certify to, ondeub- 
mit for approval to tho exeoutive, all pay 
rolls and interim estimates, and the oxoou 
tivo may authorize tholr payment. 

10. Ho shall have the power to stop work 
on any contraot not being oarrlod out in aa 
cordanco with itn tormB and oonditlons, and 
tho exooutlvo may authorize him to havo tho 
work continued by day labor until suoh timo 
as tho matter has boon docidod upon by 
counoil. 

II. All roports to oounoil shall oomo 
through tho executive. 

12 Tho executive may at any timo ap 
point a compotont porson or persons, nob 
oxoootllng threo In number, to examine, or 
may themselves examine, without notioo, 
tho affairs of any department, offiolal, or 
employee, and for the purpose of euoh or 
any other examination Into civio affaira the 
oxooutivo ahsll have tho powor to summon 



wltneBBOs, examine the Bamo UDdor oath, 
and compel the production of all books or 
papers bearing on the case ; their powers 
in all respectB to ho as full ub thoRO of a jus- 
tice of tho peaao. The result of any exam- 
ination Bhall be transmitted to the counoil 
without delay. 

13, The executive may call a meeting of 
the counoil, or of any committee thereof, at 
any timo ('u K jeot to tho usual uotloo re- 
quired by by-law) for the purpose of sub- 
mitting for consideration buBineBB rt quiring 
immediato attention. 

14, Tho exeoutive shall havo all tho powers 
of the various committees of oounail, as laid 
down under by-iaw 511. 

15, The exeoutivo Bhall be a board of 
arbitration for the settling of such disputes 
aa may arise between any employer and em- 
ploye doirig work for tho oity, either by 
contraot or by day labor, within the oity 
limits.

It Is proposed to give tho above resolu- 
tions the form of an amendment to the 
Municipal Aob and with tho conBent of the 
City Counoil to submit it to a vote of the 
people within threo moDthB after authority 
to do bo has been obtained. If, whon the 
roforenoo to the olootors ia made, a majority 
of thorn approve of tho now Constitution, 
tho Provincial Legislature will bo asked to 
embody it in tho Municipal Act. 

The Commltteo are not aotlng hastily. 
Thoy aro giving tho oitizens plenty of time 
to consider the new constitution. This is a 
case in which it is judicious to havo recourse 
to tho referendum. If tho now oonstltution 
does not work well, tho citizens will not 
havo reason to complain that they were 
taken by surprise or that it was foroed upon 
them by a clique of cranky reformers. 

The powers given to tho Superintendent 
aro cortalnly large, Tho plan of roform Is 
open to the objection that lb places ovor the 
citizens a czar whoso will in matters of 
great importance will be law. It may be 
argued on the other hand that this is pre- 
cisely what is neoded in tho management of 
tho city's affairs. The citizonB havo suffered 
too long from tho divided counsels, the 
irresolution and tho time serving of commit- 
tees. What is needed in city managemont, 
as in tho managemont of all business con- 
CBrns, is prompt and decided aation. A 
mild and benign despotism, it is argued, is 
infinitely bettor in oity govornmonb than 
the weak and vacillating rule of com. 
mittees of eleotod oounolllore who 
cannot make up their minds to any 
course of aotion until they have found out, 
or think they have found out, what may bo 
its boarlng on tho next civic election, and 
how the part taken in it by aldormon Is 
likely to affect their prospects of being re- 
turned »b mombers of the next Council. 
The question which the citizens of Winnipeg 
hove to consider is to them of groat import- 
ance. It is, in foot, to them of far groater 
moment than many othor matters, both of 
federal and provincial concern, about which 
much more Is said and a far greater fuss 
made. 



of the earth and tho peoples of many other 
oountries are rloeply interested in what 
tkkeB place within Its borders. The Japan- 
ese soldiers returning from China brought 
tho cholera with them and it Bpread over 
tho wholo country with great rapidity. It 
la estimated that in the six months ending 
October 10, there woro in Japan 52,218 
oaeos of cholera and 30,075 deaths, Tho 
medical men of Japan do not oeem to havo 
been very aucaeBsful in dealing with tho 
disease, for tho number of deaths in pro- 
portion to the number of -cases was very 
great, being about 69 per cent. 

Ono of tho principal agents In spreading 
tho cholera over tho world has hitherto been 
tho pilgrimages to Mecca, lb ia always 
lingering on tho routea of the pilgrims, bo 
that it ianot surprising to learn tho disease 
reached Northern Africa this year through 
Aela Minor, and that thore havo been epi- 
demics at Tangier and Totuan. Thore woro 
about 1,000 deaths in Tangier, and the mor 
tality in Tetuan was -10 a day for some timo, 
Tho precautions of tho International Sani- 
tary Conferonco to prevent tho spread of tho 
cholera from Mecoa have not been particu- 
larly successful. The mon of Eastern na- 
tions do not roadily adopb modern improve- 
ments, and tho Mahommedans being con- 
sistent fatallBts look upou tho means taken 
to prevent Bioknesa and to ward off death os 
futile and aa bordering upon impioty. So 
tho pilgrim* seem to bo as dirty and as roak- 
loBsuBever; much of tho apparatus of the 
BBtiitary stations is unuBod, and tho money 
expended in guarding the pilgrims against 
ohnlera acd othor diseasoB is in great part 
wasted

During tho pasb summer 
thero were in tho Govornmonb of Volkynia 
alono 4,260 casoB and 1,701 deotliB. lb made 
its appoaranoo in Austrian Galioiu but it did 
not do much harm. As long, howovor, aa 
tho cholera has a homo in Russia, Western 
Europe will nob bo free from danger of a vis- 
itation whon tho conditions are favorable. 
And whon tho cholera makoB ita appearanco 
in tho countries of Western Europe, Canada 
and tho Unitod Statos will havo to look out, 

This continent, too, ia in danger of im- 
porting tho droad dlseaso from Jopan and 
China. Last summer it oommittod great 
ravages in both of those countries. Very 
littlo is hoard of tho mortality from cholora 
iu China, for It is bo common in that coun- 
try that its appoarance in any partiouiar dis- 
trict doos not oroato general alarm, and bo- 
olden lb ia dlffioulb to find outjwhot ia going 
on in the inland parts of China, But it ia 
differonb with Japan. That country haa 
takon lbs place among the civilized nations

Oruzed by Fain He Had Once Before Tried 
to Take His Life. 

Further details obtained yostorday point 
vory conclusively to the theory that George 
Willisoroft ended his lifo. Some eight days 
beforo his death ho had mot with an acoi- 
doat In his sawmill, being struok a severe 
blow In the body by tho ond of a plank. 
This caused him thu moat aoute agony at 
times, and aeomed to partially paralyse 
him. 

A fow days after this aooldent, whlio in 
tho throes of intense pain, ho got possession 
of a bottle of oarbollo aoid and attempted 
to drink tho poison with tho intention of 
ending his lifo. Some of tho members of 
tho family, howovor, took the bottle from 
him and bo for a timo thwarted him in his 
mad purpose. Ho ovidontly siioooodod in 
finding trio bottle again and with ite oon- 
tcnlB ended his existence. 

When it was discovered that ho had 
taken the deadly doeo, a tolephono message 
waa sont from his homo at Georgetown to 
Port Simpson and Dr. Bolton summouod; In 
the meantime Buch antidotes as wore at 
hand boing administered. It was of no use, 
howovor, for bt foro tho doctor could roach 
tho spot the unhappy man was dead. Dr. 
Bolton mado a post mortem and dlecovored 
that tho acid had burnod through tho 
stomach and intestines in a horrible niannar.

THE FIGHT POB COAST FREIGHT. 

Tho Oregon RUIway it Navigation Com- 
pany and the Pacific Coast Steamship Com- 
pany havo pioked up the gauntlot thrown 
down by the Southern Paoifio, and have 
gono the latter ons bettor in their freight 
fight betwfn San Fronoiaoo and Portland. 
More than a week ago it waa onnounoed 
that the Southern Paoifio would oat the 
rates to 12^ and 10 oenta per hund-ed, the 
new schedule tc go into operation on Dac. 3. 
It waa given nut yeBtorday by Goodall, Per- 
kins & Co.. that thab the rate on all freight 
for Porland commencing with tho departure 
of the steamer State of California on Dec. 5, 
will bB $1 per ton.

THE STOUM ON THE STRAITS. 

Sovoral vessels were delayed by tho 
ThaDkegiving day storm in tho ScraitB, says 
the P. I , but Buffered no damage so far aa 
reported. Tho Sehomo left Victoiia late 
and did to' reach l\>rb Townsond until near 
ly 6 o'clock. The Idaho flaw signals in the 
Straits to the Rosalie, and reports camo in 
that sho waa in diatroas. She was, however, 
only a few hours late and uninjured. The 
Chuhalis, while off Poiob No Point shipped 
a heavy sea that swept tho wholo length of 
the vesaol, and 500 salmon on the forward 
deck were whibki >1 back into tho Boa iu tho 
twinkling of an eye. 

OUT OF COMMISSION. 

The Dominion Government Bteamor 
Quadra went nut of commiaaion yesterday 
for tho winter. Tho members of the crew 
with tho oxcaptiou of those in tho engine 
room and a few on deck woro paid off, those 
tew being ratalned for at loaat two weeks to 
make repairs to machinery ond for other 
duties. The contract for repairing tho 
ateamer was yesterday awarded to tho Al- 
bion Iron Works, but it will be nearly a 
fortnight before tho dry dock is in readiness 
for hor reception, owing to tho reconb break 
of tho machinery there. 

SHIPPING FOB NOVEMBER. 

Shipping has nob been vory aotive during 
the paBt month, bub oonaideriog tho season 
business has beon fairly good. Competition 
is oauHing a stir where quiet generally pro 
vailu at thla time of tho year, and tnouah 
foreign going vecanls aro now pretty much 
governed by winter schedules, they ar 
doing a good trade. The number of vessels 
cloared and entered in port during Novem 
bor waa as follows : Deop Bea — entries, 
li>i ; clearances, 122; coaotwieo — entries, 
119 ; clearances, 115. 

MARINE NOTES. 

Late yesterday afternoon tho C.P.N 
Btoamship Danube, which arrived from tho 
North on Friday evening with a mixed ctr|>o 
of oil, Balinon, furs, etc., grounded in tho 
harbor, and owing to tho falling stage of th 
tido at tho time, is loft hard and fast. Sho 
waa ohanging borths at tho lower whnrvea, 
and while turning around gob in too cIobo 
to tho Indian roaervo, her stem touching a 
mud bank and holdiug her fast,. Her on- 
ginoB woro immediately worked full spaed, 
but to no efftot. Then a line waa fastened 
to tho dock, and the veaRel's big winches 
were brought into ueo, but all to no avail.

THE COUriTS OF LAW. 

Motion by Plaintiff on Admissions In the 
Pleadings iu Clark vs. Pemberton 
and Ward & Co. 

On behalf of plaintiff iu John Olark j- 
ve, F. B Pemberton and Robert Ward & 
Co , Ltd., a motion was yoeterduy marie bo 
fore Mr. Juatioe Drake f jr judgment on ad- 
mioaioES in the pleadiniiB. Mr. A. L. liolvoa 
appeared for plaintiff and Hon. A. N. 
Richards, Q. C, for both defendants. 

Mr. Belyea argued thab tho following 
facta alleged had beon admitted in defend- 
ants' ploadinga by nob bolng travoracd : 
Thab prior to Dooember 29, 189 1, plaintiff 
waa legal and equitable owuor of the 
sahooner Enterprise ; thab on D=cembor 29, 
1894, plaintiff mortgaged tho ship to E M 
Johnson for SI, 000, payable in fjurteeu 
daya ; thab whon the mortgage camo duo 
Ward & Co. purchased tho ahlp from John- 
son for tho amount of principal, internet and 
chargoB ; that at tho request of Ward & 
Co 1 Johnson exooutod an assignment of the 
mortgage to Pemberton, and that on the 
same day Pemberton purportod to sell to 
Ward & Co. under powors of Bole inoidental 
to the mortgag-, and thob Ward 
& Co. then became tno regiatered owners ; 
that such pretended Balo was without notioe 
to defendant ; that Pemberton was in the 
transaction only an agent for Ward & Co., 
and that the pretended sale by Pemberton 
to Ward & Co. was mado collusivoly and 
waa not bona fide. Mr. Belvca argued that 
theae facts beicg admitted Ward & Co. were 
novor ab any time mora than mortgagees in 
possession, and the plaintiff was thereforo 
onbiblod to judgment for redemption. 

Hon. Mr. Richards, for the defendants, 
argued that tho facts were admitted Blmply 
to save expense, but there wsb a legal de- 
fence whloh went to the root of tho wholo 
aation, namely, that the plaintiff by reason 
of his contentions in the previous action of 
Ward & Co. v. Clark ot al. in whioh ho waa 
doclarod a defendant, thab the ship in quoa- 
tion had been Bold under the mortgage and 
waa then out of tho power of the oourt, ia 
now estopped from disputing tho title of 
Ward & Co. If there was any objection to 
tho pleading thla waa nob the proper time 
and place to bring it on, and judgment 
would only be givon where tho admissiona 
woro clear and unequivocal and wnere there 
waa no legal defence. 

Tho court held that whatover the quoetion 
of estoppel might bo, the plaintiff was on- 
titlod to a declaration that the facta which 
had been stated by Mr. Relyea wero ad- 
mittod, leaving only the quostion of estoppal 
to bo argued at tho trial. The order would 
be for a declaration that tho nale was a 
fraud upon tho righta of tho mortgagor and 
that Ward & Co. wore on January 17, when 
thoy became registered owners, nothing 
more thin mortgagees In poasession, and a 
declaration would bo mado for an uconunt 
on tho basis of Ward & Co. being mortga- 
gors in possession. The question of the 
1 atoppel — and that question only- would 
have to bo decided at tho trial, and ub, if 
tho defendants Euoceed on that plea at tho 
trial, tho preaent proceedings and tho ac- 
count now directed would havo been produc- 
tive of no yood, the coats of such proceed- 
ings would be reserved to tho trial judgo. 



COAST POACHING?. 

To the Editor:— My attontion has just 
boon called to an item in an iaauo ol yuur 
paper of recent date, headed "Inland or 
Open Water," in which you call attention to 
tho poaching which is going on in the waterB 
of the Northern British Columbian coast. 
Allow me to add a little information to what 
you havo already published, aud whloh will 
no doubt Intorosb your numerous rcatlcrH, 
Hecate Strait, to which you mom part icu 
larly refer, lies, not as erroneously stated, 
between Goschen Island and tho Mainland, 
bub botween Moresby and Graham io- 
landa on the western sido and Arlstn 1. .bio, 
Banks, GoHchon and Stephens islundu on tho 
eastern aido, which aro again aeparaled from 
tho Mainland by tho Granvillo and nt hor 
narrow channels. It oxtends from tho fifty- 
second dogree of north latitude upwards of 
one hundred and twenty-five miles, to tho 
Dixon entrance, being ninety-five milos 
wido at tho southern ontranco and twonty- 
four milea at the northern end. Numerous 
Aniorican vessels have resorted for years, 
not only to thia strait, to fish for halibut, 
but also to tho adjtcent waters of Browning 
ontrauco, Edye passage and Brown piBBago, 
whloh aro unquestionably British waters. 

To my own certain knowledge biz Ameri- 
can Bchooners loaded halibut botween Edye 
Passage and Roso Spit in tho yoar 1SS8 I 
myself passod oloae alongside of two of these 
in that yoar whioh had halibut buoyaoub all 
around them. Neither of thorn had a namo 
painted on hor oor her port of registry 
marked, as I looked very carefully to see as 
I t hen intended to report tho matter. The 
number of vessels haa inoroaaod oioh year 
ainco thon until thia soason, I am credibly 
informed, no loaa than fifteen American 
oohnonora have loaded bitwoon Gooso island 
and Rojo spib. These fiahormeu do not 
handle tho halibut as our own people do; 
butiaimply Hitch thorn and aalt them in the 
hold, somo delivering their cargoes in Seat- 
tlo and otherB in San Franolsco. Thoy do 
atroy almoat an many fieh uo thoy oany 
away, as all halibut caught weighing leea 
than twonty five pounds aru thrown awuy. 

Now, Mr. Editor, in this aouson alono, 
theuo piratos have carried away and de- 
stroyed about bwo thousand tons of fish, and 
it ia easy 00 seo that if thia wholesale do- 
Btruction goes on unchecked for a year or 
two longer, this industry, whioh may be 
made a very profitable ono for tho province, 
will bo utterly destroyed. I callod the at- 
tontion of tho authorities Borne years ago to 
this wholesale poaching, but, posiib y bo- 
oauso nono of our own pooplo were engaged 
in this business, and no ono therefore real- 
ized the prospective Importanco of it, noth- 
ing was dono. 

L'hore is no doubt also thab bhoee sohooo- 
ers aro constantly violating tho oustoma 
Iawa by trading with our Indians, and it is 
eaid that a good deal of tho whiskey which 
tho natives along tho ooaub procure oomes 
from this Bourco. All who aro interested, 
Mr. Editor, in Booing bhoso valuable fish- 
eries oonsorvod for tho uso of cur own peo- 
ple, will qnite agree with you, that tho 
sooner tho Dominion government plaoa a 
good umnrt steamer on the coast for revenuo 
and obher purposes, tho better, as it is high 
timo theae gentry woro taughti a IeBsnn. Of 
ono thing British Columbians who are on. 
gagod in developing this industry may bi 




certain, thab there is no one moro alive to 
their interests In theso matters than Col- 
lector Milne of your city, and ib is to be 
hopod that the representations ho has made, 
backed by tho influence of our members ub 
Ottawa, may attain tho deBirod end.

THE YUKON BASIN. 

To the Editor : — It, muBt be apparent to 
your roadora that the Yukon baBln will be 
the largest gold produoing country that has 
yet boon discovered on tho Pacific Coast ; it 
will exceed in extent by far the largos' fields 
that havo yet beon discovered on tho Podfio 
Coast. In riohnoea it equals Cariboo in i;a 
beat days. Bub unless a route is constructed 
through Northern British Columbia tho 
upper Yukon will remain of no use to the 
more southern partof tho province. Aa far 
as trado and traffic ure c mcorned tho exten- 
sive gold field of one hundred and ninety 
thonBand tquaro nillea lying in Canadian 
territory is now becoming deaerted by minorB 
and prospectorB owing to the impossibility of 
reaching them with supplies. 

I shall refer to a portion ol thia extensive 
territory lyirg south^'Bt of tho Lewis river, 
which contuius ovor 05,000 Equaro miles and 
is known to be rich in gold, where minors 
have made from SO to S50 a day to the man. 
TheBO fields oxtend into the western Blope 
of the CaBBiar district, and c in be made easy 
of nocess with a moderate expenditure. As 
there is a rapid increase of miners near tho 
boundary lino it le absolutely necessary that 
better n eans of communication should bo es- 
tablished over tho portage route, so that 
miners and proeptctora can get their eup- 
plica Into the Teolam river locality. 

Since tho minors havo proved that tho 
doep ground can bo worked batter in the 
winter than in tho Bu.nmer wo may con- 
fidently expect a largo Increase of miners. 
Out of the forty rivera emptying into the 
main Yukon and Lewis rivero there ie not 
ono thab does not carry gold. Good pros- 
peots huvo beon found trom the source cf 
the upper Hootalinka river to tho source of 
fie Keerkoch river, roughly estimated at 
1.900 miles, where good pioipeota have been 
found. But until the people can have cou 
fidenco that, there will bo an amplo Bupply of 
the necossariea of life tho population will be 
limited. 

Tho above mentioned territory must not 
be looked upon as a moro mining oamp ; we 
may confidently expect eight or ton tuch 
oampa aa Cariboo in Canadian territory. 

How aro tho campa now fupplied? Tho 
two trading companies having a monopoly 
havo utterly failed to Biipply tho wanta of 
tno people in tho district by way of St. 
Michael's. There aro about 1,500 mon win- 
tering in tho aountry, and theso trading 
companloa die-courage all trade and trtflio 
through Northern British Columbia and 
force minors to winter in tho vicinity of 
thoir portB and puy Yukon prions for their 
supplies, or go out by the way of St. 
Michael's at a cost of S200, and by Sitka 
to San Francleco. Tho firat t-uppllea the 
minora can expect in tho epring are from the 
10th to 20ch of Juno. ThoBe nuppliea aro 
snipped in tho latter part of July or tho 
early part of August, and aro over ten 
months in transit, They aro now stored 
throo hundred miles up the river, owing to 
tho fact that whon tho luib steamer leaves 
St. Mlohaol'a later than September 15 tho 
water gota so shallow on tho Porcupine flits 
thab thoy aro liable to got aground and bo 
frozon in, and as it la daugornua to approach 
St. Michael's earlier than July 1 the routo 
is only open for about two months ana a 
half. 

By tho Portage route, anooRRiblo at all 
seasons of tho year, there ia open water from 
Touohi lake to Circlo City for from four to 
fivo montho, and ub the atoamer plies direct 
to tho Portage from Victoria passengers can 
roach Cirolo City in eight days. When tho 
routo is completed acrcso the Portage fast 
freight can bo forwardori in ten duyB and 
ordinary froight in twelv or fifteen days. •

Tho Amerkrnn in regard to footwear 
lias refused to be guided by the standard 
of any conutry. .Sho has combined the 
Proucli and K:if:li>:li .styles, taking tho 
best of both, utterly dissimilar as they 
nro, tho French for show effect and tho 
English ft ir use. 

Tho English walking .shoo and boot is 
the favorite model. Of lightweight 
calfskin i( is cut on a eominon sense 
last, of broad solo and heel, with point-

edtoe. This is not what is known as 
the common sense shoo, however, as 
that is a last which has littlo or no ourve 
to tho so.'e. This calfskin must bo kept 
blackened or polished liko men's boot 
Many woinon cannot wear even tho 
lightest weight of calfskin, as they con- 
tend ir draws the feet and produces 
corns, but in order to keep in the fash 
ion they wear kid, without any gloss, 
which can be polished the same as tho 
calfskin, and the general effect is very 
much the same 

Shoes arc worn more months of the 
year than hoots. .Shoes, bo it understood, 
nro what used to bo called ties. Gaiters, 
or "spats," are only permissible spring 
and autumn, but they have a "sporty" 
look dear to tho heart of some girls. 
Calfskin shoes are worn in tho morning, 
patent leathers, or kid with patent 
leather fosings, not nearly so comfort- 
able, hut much smarter, in tho afternoon. 

Shoos reaching just above tho ankle, 
with tops of colored cloth, buttoned with 
most abnormal buttons, are somewhat 
startling, hut generally included in a 
fashionable outfit. Tho tips are of smooth 
tan. cloth, a fine chock being the most 
favored. These must be made to order. 

While the latest fashion, excepting in 
walking boots, is toward n more round- 
ed too, the general effect is still tiio long 
and narrow. Of course this necessitates 
wearing a size or two sizes longer, but 
is far better and more becoming to the 
foot than to have it squeezed into a 
broader and shorter boot. For street 
wear, low, broad heels aro necessary. In 
f an oy slippers, high heels and oven the 
Louis Qniuze aro still fashionable. As 
for slippers and fancy ties, there is 310 
end to the quantity needed. Many wom- 
en, when they leave their ball gowns 
made, send a bit <>f the stuff to their 
bootmaker to insure the slippers match- 
ing the gown exactly. White satin and 
even White kid slippers are embroidered 
with pearls and rhino seedstones, and 
the tiny jeweled tips that show beneath 
tho hem of the dainty gown do add 
greatly to the finish of the costume. 

Numberless shoes, hoots and slippers 
require numberless stockings, and many 
women find, in order to keep them as 
they want, it is necessary to give up a 
chiffonier solely for that use. Every 
shade and color of silk stocking is care- 
fully folded in this chiffonier. Silk, of 
course, predominates, but there aro lisle 
thread, cotton and oven the coarse wool 
used in t he bicycle and golf stockings. 
Theso last, in bright plaids, tiro almost 
too bright to bo popular for any length 
of time. 

Pretty stockings can now bo bought 
at prices possible to almost any one, 
and oven if the quality is not of the 
finest if is fine enough to look well, 
and, bettor still, to feel comfortable. 
Black lisle thread, embroidered in col- 
ored silks in dainty designs, and ribbed 
spun silk in plain colors aro extraor- 
dinarily cheap, according to the New 
York Herald, authority for the forego- 
ing, and are always becoming to the 
feet, of course there is practically no 
limit to the prices one can pay for elab- 
orately embroidered silk stockings, and 
theso same stockings aro often embroid- 
ered with tiny seed pearls to match the 
elaborate slippers.

In this same year, 1S48, Lowell sent 
forth also "Tho Vision of Sir La unfa)," 
his first attempt at tolling a story in 
vorse. Perhaps it is tho best of till hi.-, 
serious poems — loftiest in conception 
and most careful in execution. His 
habit then, as always, was to brood over 
tho subject ho wished to treat in verse, 
to fill himself witli it and finally to 
write it out at a singlo sitting, if possi- 
ble. He rarely rewrote, and his verse 
lacked finish and polish, though it never 
wanted force. It, was at this time that 
ho told Longfellow ho meant to give up 
poetry because ho could "not write 
slowly enough. ' ' 

His poetry also suffered from another 
failing of his. He was not content to set 
forth beauty only anil to let tho reader 
discover a moral fur himself. Longfel- 
low, Whittier and Lowell all insisted 
too much at times on the lesson of tho 
song. And Lowell know his own defect 
and wrote later in life, "I shall never 
bo a poet till I got out of tho pulpit, and 
New England was all meeting house 
when I was growing up." — "James 
Russell Lowell," by Brooder Matthews, 
in St. Nicholas. 



Bicycle Wheel*. 

It is not as generally understood as it 
should be, perhaps, that bicyclo wheels 
seldom -or never tiro subjected to lateral 
strains. They need to resist only those 
strains which pass through their own 
piano, and in this plane only have they 
any strength worth speaking of. This is 
worth remembering when tho use of 
wheels of this typo is being considered 
for three or four wheeled vehicles, whore 
the conditions tire essentially different, 
and whore, in turning corners rapidly, 
or in going over ground that causes tho 
vehicle to bo inclined sideways, a very 
considerable lateral strain may bo 
brought upon tho wheels — a strain 
which the ordinary bicyclo wheol is, 
very properly, entirely unfitted for. 
This is to bo considered also in connec- 
tion with devices for attaching two bi- 
cycles side by sido to mako a duplex, or 
four wheeled machine, of thorn. Neither 
tho frame, the bearings nor tho wheels 
of a properly constructed bicyclo aro 
adapted to such use without injury. — 
American machinist. 



A quaint old superstition as to the 
medicinal virtues of "June water" still 
obtains in Hingham and other old towns 
in Massachusetts. It must bo caught 
from the first shower that falls after 12 
o'clock cn tho night of May lit. An old 

ady of Hingham tolls a writer, who 
sends an account of "Juno water" to 
tho Boston Transcript, that it is bottled 
and used for sick folks mostly. "You 
oughtn't to give 'em medicine in ordi- 
nary water, didn't you know?

British Guuboat "Dryad" Ordered 
Back to Salouiea -Dardanelles 
Not to Be Forced. 



How Turkish False Statemeuts Im- 
posed Dpon the Great Powers 
of Europe. 



A WEST COAST EARTHQUAKE 

Cause? the Superstitious NatlveB to Believe tho 
End of the World at Hand. 

Tho aec ind week of November will long 
bo rornombered by residents of tho West 
Coaat of this island aa earthquake wc-k — 
not a week < f aolamio disturhanup, but a week 
In which the moat severe shook J hit tho 
West Ooaab has ever known was ex 
porionoed. At Kyuquot, aooording to ro 
ports brought by tho stoamor Maude, which 
returned to port yesterday, tho houses wore 
rudoly shaken, troea wavod to and fro, and 
tho superstitious Indiana were firmly con 
vlnood that tho last days of tho world had 
come, (Thinking that their doad friends and 
relativea were about to bo raised from tho 
earth thoy hailed tho event with gladness 
instead of torror, and the sound of their 
salute from many guns, tho rattle of the 
hagBticka and the ahouta of rejoicing wore 
heard for niilea. It waa at Kyuquot that 
tho shock was most felt, but bo fur aa at 
present known no soriouB damage whs dono.

Central Amorioa 
also welcomes them aa Btoady, sober work- 
ers, and G jatomala rocoivos thom in great 
numbers. 



London, Nov. 30. — The dispatch from 
Conatantinoplo thia afternoon which an- 
nounced tho backdown of tho Britiah 
ambassador to Turkey, Sir Philip Currie, 
from his insistence, baaed on troaty rights, 
that Great Britain, and incidentally Russia, 
Italy and Austria, be allowed an extra 
guardship in tho Bosphoroua, waa not woll 
received by tho Tory jiDgoea and ia cortain 
to be made much of by thoir opponents. 
Although the Dryad had been ordered baok 
to S' unioa, it is understood in olEcial 
oiro'- * that this is only a temporary move 
taken to avoid giving any provooation which 
nughb lead to rioting in CouBlauliuuuIo, and 
tho Sultan's obatinacy in thia matter ia all 
tho more annoying aa it ia cloar that tho 
powers are being dallied with and placed in 
an undignified position by Abdul Hairml, 
who ia evidently akoptioal aa to tho 
longevity of the European concert, 

Constantinople, Nov. 30 — Despite the 
warlike tilk of yesterday, the British am- 
bassador, Sir Philip Currie, has backod 
down and tho Sultan and his palace advisers 
aro triumphant. Tho Britiah gnnboat 
Dryad, ordered from Sulonloa bay by Ad 
miral Sir Michael Culmo Soymour, com- 
mander of the Britiah Mediterranean squid 
ron, at the requeBt of Sir Philip Currie, 
aftor the latter waa aaBured on Tuesday last 
by Tewfik Pasha that the Porto had dooidtd 
to grant perrniasion allowing the extra 
guardship required by the represeotativc-a of 
tho Powera here to paas tho Dardanelles, 
haa been ordored back to Salonioa. This ia 
to the diplomatio corps quite an unexpected 
denouement of tho situation, which had aa- 
sumod a moat dangerous JaBpect, and the 
general opinion is that tho Powera hwe 
been placed in a aomewhat ridlouloua posi- 
tion. 

Following tho roportod throata of forcing 
a passage of the Dardanelles if the Sultan 
persisted in musing to allow the extra war- 
ships to onter tho Bosphorus, this looka very 
muoh as if Abdul Hamid und his advisers 
wero well informed when thoy poraiated in 
holding out ogainst tho demanda of the 
repreaentativea of Great Britain, Russia, 
Italy and Austria for additional guardahipB 
believing that thoy woro justified in bo 
d ing on the grounds thab tho powora were 
□ cb in accord. Ib was frequently claimed 
and officially stated that certain dissenting 
powors wero behind Abdul Hamid in tho 
atand he had taken. 

The minds of all clusaes ab Constantinople 
aro greatly disturbed. A oonaideiublo part 
of the Mohammedan population ua well as 
tho representatives of foreign powors, and 
tho non-Mohammedan population generally, 
have lost hopo of reform or any substantial 
improvement under tho preaont regimo. The 
dethronement of tho Sultan is sought and ia 
confidently predioted by parties aupposed to 
bo in a position to know, that a chango of 
ruler is auro to come. Joint intervention on 
tho part of tho powera, as at Bovrnut and 
Damascus aftor tho massacro of 1800, Beams 
to bo tho only real method of roliof. How 
long will tho powerB wait boforo they really 
do eomothlng is anxiously questioned. 

The Sultan bold tho ambassadors boforo- 
hand that a proclamation of a new scheme of 
roforma would provuko retaliation ; ho soomo 
to have known what waa ahortly to como to 
puss, for within leas than six weekB, and 
that, too, since tho proclamation of reform, 
over oighteen thouaand Armenians havo been 
cruolly masBaarod in dllliront plucea in tho 
Eastern provinces, their goods Btolou, thoir 
wives, children and dependents abused, and 
over ono hundred thousand left in destitu- 
tion and al j^ot misery. In a few places tho 
Armenians in desperation attempted to do- 
feDd themselves. Tho charge of the govern- 
ment spread ovor tho world that, tho Armen- 
ians In various places made tho fireb attack, 
and thua provoked tho massacres, is false.

CAPTAIN D- B. JACKSON. 

Death of the Well Known andHigiy Esteemed 
Furet Bound Steamboat Man. 

Seattlk, Nov. 30. — Capt. D. B. Jackaon, 
a loading figure among atoamboab men on 
the Sound for nearly thirty yoara, who died 
of diabetes ab his homo ab Eighth and Pine 
stroots ab 7:15 o'clock lust night, ab tho age 
of 02 years, had been ill for two months, 
but two weeka ago waa much hotter and 
wenb to his office. He caught cold, and this 
brought about a rolapno, from which he did 
not recover. Capb. Jaekeon was born in 
Danford, N.H., July 18, 1833, and came 
here from Bangor, Mo. , in 1808. Ab Porb 
Gamble ho had charge of the large timber 
braotB of tho Pugot Mill Company, and left 
there to go into tho oteamboat bualness, in 
which ho haBsinco been one of the foremost 
and mnat enterprising men in the business. 

In 1882, in connection with Gsorgo S Ja- 
cobs, Cant. Olnoy, Stephen Hovey and one or 
two others, ho organized tho WaahlDgton 
Steamboat and Transportation Company. 
The company started with the steamer 
Daisy, but soon after bought the City of 
Quincy on the Columbia river. It also pur- 
chased tho Waahiogton, the W. K. Merwin, 
the steamer Edith and tho Eliz ^ Anderson. 
In 18SG tho company had the oontraut for 
carrying tho maila between Tacoma and Port 
Townaond, and made a dally service between 
thoao points. It uIbo practically controlled 
the Whatcom route, the Skagit rivor and tho 
Snohomish nutes. 

Capt. Jackson, in 1S89, finding himself 
hampered for capital went East and organ- 
ized the Puget Sound and Alaska Steamship 
Company, whioh bought the Btoamboata and 
business of tho Washington Steamboat and 
Transportation Company. Capt. Jackson 
beoamo manager of tho now company, and 
wont to Now York and bought tho City of 
Kingatoo, the finest boab yet on the Sound, 
and had the steamer City of Seattle built. 
Both Btoamors wero brought around the 
Horn, and tho arrival of tho Seattle waB the 
occasion of a great celebration. Tho com- 
pany having beon consolidated with tho 
Northern Pacific aa tho Puget Sound and £ I- 
aaka division, bo romainod until tho railroad 
paaaod into a receiver's handB, when ib waB 
eovered, and has since been run aa a separ- 
ate proporty. 

After a ahorb period of [naotion Captain 
Jackson purchased tho ntoamer George E 
Starr in tho spring of 1893, from the Oregon 
Railway tt Navigation Co., and ran line 
single boat until the spring following Then 
under on arrangement with tho Groat North- 
ern, ho organized the Northwestern Steam- 
ship Company, aa the water lino of tho 
Great Northern railroad on Pugot Sound, 
Tho Iduho was firBt purchased, and later the 
Rosalie, and the latter has been kept on tho 
Victoria route, despite strenuous opposition.
